NO POWER IN THE PREMISES.

WASHINGTON, June 2S.—Two hours 


wore consumed by the cabinet Tuesday 
in discussiug the now phase of the sil- 
ver question and other matters receiv- 
ing attention.

Monday afternoon and evening be- 
tween the president and Secretary Car- 
lisle simplified matters to some ex- 
tent. 


Although the discussion, it is said, 


took a wide range, it was necessarily 
brought back to one important and un- 
manageable point—that the executive 
had no p_ower in the premises, congress 
alone being able to deal with measures 
for relief. It was plain to the cabinet 
that the monthly purchase of silver 
must be continued or else congress 
must be convened in special session im- 
mediately. 


As the president had decided to call 


seutea to him for his sanction pr'his 
veto. I can not toll, and no one'cau as 
yet, I think, how much the demonetiza- 
tion of silver in India will affect this 
situation. I have no question in my 
mind about the propriety of repealing 
tho Sherman law, but via have.got to 
have some means of supplying money 
for trade and commerce. The volume 
of gold is not sufficient and the de- 
ficiency has got to ba supplied by an- 
other currency. 


"I ammot wedded to any particular 


scheme, but what the people of this 
country want is sufficient money for 
business and it has got to be supplied. 
A large number of silver men who 
voteed for the reppeal of the Sherman, 
law last congress did so on their faith 
that at the beginning of this congress 
10 per cent tax on state banks would be 
repealed. For my part I saw no reason 
why the things should not have been 
coupled, and I was not willing to trust 
to the future for action on the bank'aud 
I voted against the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. It in not silver per se that 
the people want, but it is a sufficiency 
of sound money. I think that congress 
should have been called together in 
April, and now we should got together 
a9 soon as pooeible."

SENSE OF DffiECTION, 


VHE FACULTY IN ANIMALS THAT 


LEADS THEM BACK HOME.

It is well known that any of our do- 


mestic animals can find its way home 
from a distance of many miles, even 
after the lapse of somo time. This facul- 
ty is perhaps oftenest seen in the dog, 
the horso and the cat, but is known to 
be almost or quite as fully developed iu 
the -oi, Tho faculty has been supposed 
by some naturalists to .depend upon a 
sixth sense, independent of sight . or 
Bnioll. Such a theory involves an organ 
of sense hy which the needed observa- 
tions may ho can-led to the brain, an 
organ which must be distinct from eye, 
ear and nostril. Physiolofrists have not 
us yet found any such organ iu the con- 
stitution of any animal, nor have ...they 
found any nerves different from those 
-which belong to our own nervous sys- 
tem. Tliis is almost conclusive evidence 
that animals possess no sense different 
from ours. 


If wo watch the conduct of a, dog 


when he is thrown upon his own re- 
sources to find his way homo, we shall 
see that ho has made good use of his five 
senses tip to this time, and thnt ie pur- 
poses to make good uso of therein tlie 
immediate future. It is always assumed 
that tho dog has not slept during the 
timo that ho has been carried from 
home. If he wero to sleep, he would lose 
all clew whether ho had a sixth sense or 
not, for in sleep all tho senses are equal- 
ly dormant. 


The caso has been submitted of a dog 


taken by rail a distance of 200 miles in a 
circuitous course and set down 50 miles 
from homo. He disappears and the next 
daj is at his old haunts. Ho could not 
have followed the rail by which ho came, 
for this would take him a longer time. 
He must have s truck across country. 


Tho question is, Did he take a direct 


lino for home or did he shape his general 
course so as to come out upon some fa- 
miliar spot, miles, it may be, from his 
home, and from that point follow re- 
membered paths? Hunters say that the 
latter is most frequently the case. 


Suppose that in the dog's absence the 


old home has been burned down and his 
master's family have moved five miles 
to the right or left, but are at the same 
distance from the point at which he was 
set down. Ho will go back to "tho old 
spot and from thero will trace the fam- 
ily by scent if he traces them at all. He 
has uo senso to inform him of the 
changed position of the family, nor of 
anything more than would be known to 
a man under the same circumstances. 


But the caso is made clearer by sup- 


posing that tho dog's master has loft 
home, guii in hand, whilo the dog has 
been detained for a timo. The man goes 
straight to tho woods, but after getting 
out of sight makes a turn so aa to bring 
him to tho opposite side of thehonsc. II' 
now tho ilog ia lot loose, ho takes to the 
woods at tho point where he saw his mas- 
ter enter. From thero ho trusts to his 
eyes and nose, keeping close upon his 
master's trail. 


If tho dog had a special sense of direc- 


tion, he would not so easily bo thrown 
off tho pursuit of a deer or a fox by the 
animal taking to tho water. Every spe- 
cies of animal that has been made the 
prey of dogs has learned to baffle pursuit 
by deceiving the sight or scent of itspur- 
raers. 
Svtch creatures would have been 


likely to find out before this timo if the 
dog had any special sense, and we should 
Bee them noting upon tho knowledge. 


The most interesting and perplexing 


er.ses aro thoso iu which animals that have 
been taken some distance from home in 
closed cages have yet found their way 
back without difficulty. This shows a 
highly developed sensitiveness to every 
change of direction. 


This faculty of perception is low in 


man, but it may bo developed and train- 
ed, Tlicro aro persona who sloop Lest 
with tho head toward the north. 
Lot 


such a person when traveling on a sleep- 
ing cjir make it a joint to decide upon 
tho course tho train is going as soon as 
ho wakes from sleep in the night, and he 
will find himself rapidly gaining new 
power to determine directions. 


Darwin's experiment is an interesting 


one. He put somo bees iu dark paper 
boxes and carried them by a circuitous 
route n distance from tho hive. 
When 


they were set free, they all returned in a 
straight lino to their home. 


Again ho took them over a similar 


route, but on the way he spun the boxes 
rapidly around. This timo only one or two 
bees reached tlio hive, and perhaps these 
got back only by accident. While spin- 
ning around in tho boxes they lost per- 
ception of tho dirsction in which they 
were being carried. 


It is often observed that when a dog re- 


turns homo by away which he must have 
made out with caro and on his own ac- 
count ho at onco throws himself upon 
tho floor or the ground and sleeps sound- 
ly for a time. This is apt to be referred 
to physical exhaustion, butismoro likely 
to be duo to the fact that the animal has 
kept his faculties all on tho alert and has 
quickened his perceptions to their diffi- 
cult task. All our domestic animals 
show wonderful power of application 
when their faculties aro bent to tho ac- 
complishment o£ some cherished design, 
—Youth's Companion.

ACTIVITY IN KANSAS. 


A Stirring Appeal That Shows That Some 


Women Are In Barnunt, 


Tho •women'of Kansas are determined 


to secure tlw ballot. Although tha mat- 
ter cannot bo voted tipon for over n year, 
they aro actively at work and eager to 
do as ranch aa their funds will pormit. 
The following appeal is issued by the 
president of tho State Suffrage associa- 
tion: 


A constitutional amendment to en- 


franchiso women will be voted upon 
Kansas in November, 1894. Tho cam- 
paign work must begin soon and must 
bo carried forward with vigor. The pre- 
paratory work is begun; we are keenly 
alive to the necessity ot activity on our 
ami part. Though tho conditions aro so 
peculiarly favorable, and foes concede 
nail friends declare tho strong probabil- 
ity that the amendment will bo adopted, 
thero is nothing to indicate that success 
will bo ours without effort. Astro^ 
campaign must ba imngurated, but wo 
cannot carry it on without help from 
outside tho state, and I write now to 
nrge tho aid of suffragists everywhere. 


We have no money. A hpavy expense 


must bo met. This work must be don 
all earnest suffragists must recognize 
this fact. "We hope they will bo moved 
by the necessities and the importance of 
this work, and. by tho fact that Kansas 
is a pivotal state, and that to suffer de- 
feat in Kansas would hurt tho cause 
more than defeat elsewhere conld. 


Wo plan to open the campaign form- 


ally in September next in » great mass 
meeting in Kansas City, this to ba fol- 
lowed by similar meetings in several 
principal cities, and then continue the 
work of education and agitation up to 
April, 189-1. During the following hot 
months not much can be done except (o 
place speakers at tho various Hummer 
gatherings, but thu regular work should 
be taken up again iu September, 180-1, 
and the warfare carried on, with the full 
national American force in the field, up 
to election day. To be sure, tho time is 
long, but not too long for the work wait- 
ing to be done. 


Wo can put into tlio tield this autumn, 


whilo the Colorado and New York cam- 
paigns go on, many homo workers if we 
have but the means to pay their ex- 
penses. We bet' those who want this 
battle won to furnish us with tho ' 'sinews 
of war." 
We promise that our experi- 


ence in making $1 do tho work of ij£ 
shall not bo without its good uses now, 
bnt thnt it shall enable ns to inuko the 
best and most of tho money sent us for 
campaign purposes. 


This struggle is uot ours alone. 
It 


must so strongly affect tho movement 
everywhere that the suffragists of every 
state in the Union should feel it thoirown 
concern and ought promptly to act as 
they should when their own interests aro 
at stako. Defeat in Kansas would set 
back tho cause in overy other state, and 
BUCUCSS would stimulate the movement 
from ocean to ocean. Let every suffragist 
take this fact into consideration and 
come to tho general rescue in coming to 
ours.—Laura 31. Johns in Boston Wom- 
an's Journal.

He ia now in the enemy's camp and is 
meeting with his usual success. He fa 
holding meetings, in New Hampshire, 
from the Canadian to tha Massachusetts 
line, Not only is ho having good audi- 
ences — which lie never fails to interest 
and hold— -Trat his dtumg'Mmpnigri dur- 
ing an' off year is attracting considerable 
attention and comment from both. Dem- 
ocratic and Bepublieaii papers. Of 
course Republicans laugh at the i.dea ol 
converting tho old Granite Stato from 
protection, but it is evident tha'l they 
are trembling iu their boots whilo the 
Eefonu club-ia doing tlio same kind of 
work there that made "Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois nnd Connecticut Democratic nnd 
nearly upset tho Eoptiblicau party in 
Ohio, Rhode Island and Massachusetts. 


The Reform club hag issued a chal- 


lenge, open to all comers, to debate the 
question of "Protection or Tariff For 
Revenue Only," iu a nonpartisan way, 
with Mr. Ilstell. Mr. Estell will give up 
half of his time at any of Ma meetings, 
or special meetings will bo arranged for. 
This will p;ive tho patriotic manufactur-

What effect will alterations 
proposed in tho tariff bill of the Reform 
club or any other bill have*iipon estab- 
lished plants and industries:' 


"Spedjil inquiry will be directed to) as- 


certain what effect llio bill proposed by 
the Reform elnb will have oil wages, 
Tho proposition that we aro prepared to 
maintain is that it will bring nb ant un 
increase of wages rather thac a decrease 
by increasing tho number of jirdBuctivo 
employments." — American Industries.

A story that has a rea- 
sonable degree of probability and that 
can bo credited consistently with what 
s known of tho general qualities of n 
chauctor is useful oven when it is not 
positively accurate. There are some fic- 
ions of that kind which arc- worth more 
n their way than many ponderous and 
,irofcomo facts. All of tho great figures 
'n bihtory owe some thins (o those, con- 
venient falilp». They arc identified with 
certain anecdotes that keep them in easy 
remembrance and tlmtenableustoinake 
•lose acquaintance with them. 
But tho 


anecdotes mubt have the virtue of plan- 
ibibly, or they will not answer the pur- 
:)ose. 


Unices they re-present things which 


might have happened without contra- 
diction of tho diameter to which they 
rolafe llieio is no justification for them, 
and they arc j, reproach to the writer 
who uses them as well as a damage to 
Llio man whom they are designed to 
benefit. The philosophy of the matter is 
all contained in the statement that great 
men, like small ones, are expected to Iw 
true to the laws of their lives. Anec- 
dotes which como within this rule aio 
historically valuable, whether strictlj 
true or only products of fancy, and those 
which fall outside c.f it are silly and mis- 
chievous, regardless oE the reputation of 
the author or tho purpose of the decep- 
tion.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
